General Population Survey 


The survey field work conducted January 8-12, 2018 for the Iowa Pork Producers 
Association (IPPA) reveals the following in the top line results. It is important to remember 
these results provide a more general overview. 

This survey included those Iowa counties north of 1-80 east of 1-35. So, it is important to 
remember these results project across that area and should not be construed as a true 
statewide sample. 

There were 804 completed surveys and the Margin of Error is +/- 3.45% 


Views of Ag and Iowa’s Hog Farmers 

• Producing nutritious and safe food for Iowa families is seen as the most important 
role for Iowa’s agriculture and farming community by 31% of respondents. Protecting 
the environment was next at 11.1%. 

• Agriculture is seen as a vital part of the Iowa culture worthy of protection by 94.1 %. 
There is a very high level of intensity with this as 81.3% of respondents strongly 
agree making this a strong message. 

• More than 6 in 10 (61.6%) agree hog farmers are good stewards of the land and can 
be relied upon to protect Iowa’s water supply. Disagreement with this reaches 
30.4%. 


Credible Information Sources 

® IDNR (35.6%), EPA (17.9%) and ISU Extension (15.5%) are seen as most credible 
on information regarding the health and safety of the environment. Of the 9 entities 
tested, Sierra Club comes in 5th (4.4%), HSUS 6th (2%) and IPPA is 8th (1%). 


Environment 

® The use of manure for fertilizer is seen as a safe practice by nearly 8 in 10 (77.7%). 
There is high intensity here with 37.3% considering it a strongly safe practice. 

® Asked to rate hog farms as a threat to drinking water on a scale of 1-10 (1=no threat, 
10=serious threat), almost one-third (32.5%) rate the threat low (1-3), just over half 
(50.6%) responded in the mid-range (4-7) and only 14.6% rated the threat as more 
serious (8-10). 







Thought Leader Survey 


The survey field work was conducted October 29 - November 14, 2018 for the Iowa Pork 
Producers Association (IPPA). The following discusses some of the key results from the 
cross-tabulation tables. 

The sample was composed of the “thought leaders” (Supervisors, Mayors, City Council) in 
IPPA’s targeted counties. There were 107 completed surveys and Margin of Error is 
+/- 9.47%. 

Areas of Support for Agriculture 

There are a number of areas where the Thought Leader (TL) sample is in alignment with 
the responses received in the January survey of the General Population (GP). 

» Both survey samples view the production of nutritious and safe food for Iowa families 
as the most important role for Iowa’s agriculture and farming community. This is also 
the top response in the (TL) sample for the gender and farm/nonfarm demographics. 

e TL and GP samples both strongly see agriculture as a vital part of the Iowa culture 
worthy of protection. There is very high intensity of support. 

• 58.9% of TL respondents agree hog farmers are good stewards of the environment 

and can be relied upon to protect Iowa’s water supply. Disagreement with this 
reaches 35.5%. The general sample agreement was 61.6% and disagreement was 
5.1% lower at 30.4%. TL men are slightly higher in agreement at 62.2% agreement 
and 33.8% disagreement while women responded at 51.3% agreement and 39.4% 
disagreement. TL farm respondents are at 57.2% agreement and 42.9% 
disagreement while non-farm responses are 59.3%/33.8%. 


Sources of Information 

« You requested we test source of information that leaders thought were important to 
them as they develop their positions. 54.2% say “personal contact with citizens" is 
most important with “friends and family” second at 26.2%. 


Environment 

• The use of manure for fertilizer is seen as a safe practice in both samples. 

• As was the case in the GP sample, the largest response in the ratings of the 
“Drinking Water Threat”, Air Quality Threat” and the “Threat to Rivers and Streams” 
was #5, the mid-point of choices. In all three categories, more responses were on 
the “lower” threat levels than the “higher” threat levels.
